SHOE FIRM CREDIT MAN 
ENDS Ut IN HOTEL 


Henry V. Johnson, Leaving 
Note That He Is Ill, 
Shoots Himself. 


J am sick mentally and physi- 
cally and entirely ready to go,” 
wrote Henry V. Johnson, a credit 
man for the McElroy-Sloan. Shoe 
Co., who shot and killed himself in 
his room at the Atlantic Hotel, 
Fifteenth and Pine streets, early 
today. 

The body, in falling knocked over 
a telephone, attracting the atten- 


} tion of William Knight, bellboy on 


duty at the switchboard. Knight 
entered Johnson’s room with a pass 
key, and found the body on the 
floor. Stains indicated Johnson 
stood before a mirror as he sent a 
bullet through his head. A revol- 
ver was clutched in his hand. 

A note written in pencil was ad- 
dressed to George T. Meyer, attor- 
ney, with/offices in the Federal 
Commerce Building. It read: 

“As my attorney and friend I 
ask you to advise my wife against 
coming here to assist in closing my 
estate. Virtually nothing remains 


aside from small equities in life ‘t:- 
surance to go to her on an annuity 
basis, and her rights in my pen- 
sion. 

“Turn the real estate equities 
over to my creditors. I regret the 
results of 45 years of hard work 
should be so pitiful.

The obit- 
gations must wait, however, until 
my dear wife and daughter are per- 
manently provided for.

Johnson had been with 
the McElroy-Sloan, Shoe Co. for 18 
years, and previously was in the 
credit department of Meyer Bros. 
Drug Co. In 1920 Mrs. Johnson, who 
suffered from heart disease, moved 
to California with the children. 
Johnson continued to live in their 


home at 951 Twining place, in Web-| ed. 


ster Groves, spending his vacations 
with his family. 

Last May Johnson suffered 4 
paralytic stroke, which caused an 
impediment in speech. He had 
been fearful, according to Meyer, 
that the affliction and a swelling 
of the legs, said to have been 
caused by heart disease, would 
force him to give up his position.

IN HOSPITAL TAL AFTER. 
“THREATENING HOUSE 


Man Who Waved Pistol at Con- 
gressmen Is Under 
Observation. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Martm 
R. M. Kemmerer, the young Allen- 
town (Pa.) department store clerk 
who held a pistol on the House of 
Representatives yesterday, is under 
observation in a hospital today. 

In his rooms here police found 
two sticks of dynamite and in his 
pockets the opening paragraph of 
the speech he wanted to make to 
the House. 

“Okay America!” it began. “For 
the next 20 minutes you will listen 
to a speech which has the interest 
of the American people. The first 
man that tries to stop me will die. 
Is that understood?” 

He told police he had planned 
to demand relief for unemployment 
and other economic ills for which 
he blamed Congress. 

He said his first intention had 
been to speak from the gallery and 
then blow himself up with dynamite 
but for fear of hurting someone else 
he decided to hold the House at pis- 
tol point while he delivered his 
speech. 

He had planned particularly to 
address Congress on what he con- 
ceived to be its mis management. 
Because of this mismanagement, he 
said, Congress was to blame for un- 
employment and other troubles. He 
said he planned to lay before the 
House his plan for remedying the 
situation. 

Kemmerer’s theme was that the 
country has all the facilities for 
prosperity, with a surplus of wealth, 
food and other resources, and that 
Congress can and should work ef- 
ficiently in co-ordinating these fa- 
cilities for improvement of condi- 
tions. 

House ser- 
geant-at- arms, said police had 
taken from Kemmered two cards or 
admission to the reserved galleries 
of the Senate and House. One was 
issued by Senator Davis (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, and the other by 
Representative.

PROSECUTOR’S AID 


Assails John L. Sullivan’s

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 14. — 
The conviction of Ralph Pierson 
for first-degree murder in the 
burning-of the Buckingham Hotel 
Annex in St. Louis in December, 
1927, which carried a death sen- 
tence, was set aside by Division No. 
2 of the Missouri Supreme Court 
today because of trial errors. The 


case was remanded to St. Louis 
Circuit Court for a new trial. 
The reversal was based on a 
finding that Assistant Circuit At- 
torney John L. Sullivan, who con- 
ducted the prosecution, had com- 
mitted several prejudicial errors in 
his cross-examination of Pierson, 
when Pierson was testifying in his 
own behalf, and in Sullivan’s argu- 
ment before the jury. 
Commissioner John T. Fitzsim- 
mons of St. Louis, who wrote the 
opinion, criticised Sullivan for these 
errors, and stated that Pierson

Convicted Jan. 23, 1931. 


Pierson, formerly a minority 
stockholder of the hotel, was con- 
victed Jan. 23, 1931, of first-degree 
murder committed in the perpetra- 
tion of arson. Seven lives were 
lost in the fire. 

In anticipation of a possible re- 
versal of the case, Gov. Caulfield 
last August granted a reprieve to 
Andrew B. Meadows, former night 
watchman at the hotel, who is un- 
der death sentence for his part in 
the burning of the hotel. The re- 
prieve expires Feb. 17. 

Meadows, one of the principal 
State witnesses against Pierson, 
testified that he had been promised 
$10,000 to set fire to-the Annex in 
a plan to collect the insurance. He 
said he received about $800. | 

The Governor granted the re- 
prieve after it was suggested the 
State might encounter some legal 
obstacles in the use of Meadows’ 
testimony in the transcript, if he 
were executed and Pierson obtained 
a new trial, and that it would be 
preferable to have Meadows avail- 
able to testify in person. 

One of the Points of Error. 


One of the points stressed by 
Commissioner Fitzsimmons as re- 
versible error was the quéstioning 
of Pierson by Sullivan in cross-ex- 
amination, as to his having been a 
ciassmate of Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller at Washington 
University. This fact later was 
used by Sullivan in his argument 
before the jury, by suggesting that 
Pierson, while declaring he was in- 
nocent and the victim of a “frame- 
up,” never had asked the Circuit 
Attorney, “his classmate,” to inves- 
tigate and dismiss the charges if 
they were not true. 

The Commissioner said the cross- 
examination was improper and that 
the use in argument of information 
thus obtained was prejudicial. 

“The burden of proof of Pierson’s 
guilt was upon the State,” the Com- 
missioner said, 
could not lawfully be shifted or 
lightened by the prejudicial fact 
that Miller as Circuit Attorney had 
not seen fit to save Pierson from 
the perils of trial for his life.” 

The Commissioner singled out as 
prejudicial error another question 
by Sullivan, in cross-examination of 
Pierson: “Are you willing to go into 
the entire transaction, or are there 
some matters you would rather not 
discuss?” 

“It was primarily the duty of the 
attorney not to ask an improper 
question which could not but be 
construed to affect the guilt of ap- 
pellant,“ Commissioner Fitzsim- 
mons said. 

Other points of reversible error, 
the Commissioner said, was a ques- 
tion by Sullivan, in cross-examina- 
tion of Pierson, concerning the 
questioning of Pierson by police of- 
ficers while he was a prisoner at 
Police Headquarters, and his refus- 
al, while a prisoner in the city jail, 
to give a deposition sought by - 
surance company attorneys in a 
civil suit arising from the hotel fire. 
The Commissioner said that under 
the circumstances that was not 
proper cross-examination and was 
highly prejudicial.

The 402 deputies who voted out 
the Government included men of 
all parties.

Inasmuch as this Government 
spoke plainly in its replies to every 
foreign request for an extension of 
the moratorium, indications were 
that the White House and.the State 
Department would keep silent until 
after tomorrow—the date when 
nearly $124,000,000 is due from the 
debtors. 


Hoover Likely to Send Message. 


Should. France, Belgfum and 
other nations’ default, President 
Hoover then probably will make 
those facts known officially to Con- 
gress in a special message and at 
the same time he may propose a 
new study of the debt er as 
he has indicated. 

Congress alone can alter existing 
agreements, and with one day re- 
maining, it was plain nothing 
would be done until Dec. 15 has 
come and gone. 

Senator McKellar of Tennessee 
said today it was clear that Ger- 
many is not the only Buropean 
nation that treats its obligations as 
scraps of paper. I think it is the 
most ungrateful act in the career 
of any nation in the world.” 


Says France Can Pay. 


Chairman McReynolds of the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
said: “France hes less excuse not 
to pay than any other nation. The 
settlement made with her was only 
75 per cent of what she received 


about France's ability to pay. I ad- 
mire very much the strenuous fight 
made by Premier Herriot but ap- 
parently the opposition ran wild.”

COMMONS DEBATE 
DEBTS ALTHOUGH 
DECISIONS MADE 


No Possibility of Changing 


the Agreement to Turn 


$95,000,000 Over to U. 
S. Tomorrow.

Members of House Cheer 
Announcement by Chan- 
cellor of Exchequer That 
Payment Will Be Made. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 14.— With no pos- 
sibility of altering the British Gov- 
ernment’s decision to pay the Unit- 
ed States $95,550,000 tomorrow on 
the war debts account, the House 
of Commons this afternoon began 
a seven-hour debate in order to 
draw a full statement from the 
Cabinet and air the views of Par- 
liament. 

Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, reviewing the 
whole history of the debts, declared 
that successive British Govern- 
ments had “consistently and per- 
sistently urged cancelation of the 
whole system of réparations and 
war debts.” 

Chamberlain told the House that 
payment of England’s debt in- 
stallment would be made in gold 
in Ne wYork tomorrow or by ar- 
rangement between the Federal 
Reserve Bank arid the Bank of En- 
gland. The members cheered his 
announcement. 

Details of Payment. 

“The Federal Reserve Bank,” he 
said, “will provide tomorrow che 
amount of gold required by the 
United States Government and the 
Bank of England will earmark in 
London simultaneously for the 
account of the Federal Reserv: 
Bank an equivalent amount of gold. 

“This gold will be shipped later 
by the Bank of England as re- 
quired. 

“This will involve a budgetary 
deficit equivalent to 29,500,000.“ 

Dealing directly with tomorrow's 
payment, Chamberlain described 
the alternatives which the Govern- 
ment faced. 

“The Government was unable to 
contemplate default,” he said. 

“Default by the British Govern- 
ment on a sum which they could 
not truthfully say they were una- 
ble to pay would rebound all 
around the world. It might have 
been taken as justification for oth- 
er defaults. 

“It would have administered a 
shock to the moral sense of our 
people. 

“It might have had a profourd 
effect on the whole conception of 
the meaning of obligation, public 
or private, with consequences 
which could only be guessed at. 

“That course could not be con- 
templated.” 

In the course of his speech the 
Chancellor disclosed one phase of 
the debts negotiations hitherto a 
secret. 

“A proposal was discussed 
through diplomatic channels,” he 
said, “which held out the hope of 
an agreement on a method of post- 
poning the December payment—an 
issue of serial bonds. 

“It was found that the bonds 
must be in such form as to be mar- 
ketable on the American stock ex- 
change. That was not a postpone- 
ment at all.” 

Recalls Last British Note. 

The Chancellor laid great em- 
phasis on a passage in the last 
British note which insisted that 
tomorrow's payment must not be 
taken as implying a revival of the 
system in operation before the 
Hoover moratorium. 

“We are earnestly desirous of 
making a final and satisfactory 
settlement with the United States 
which, it might be hoped, wouid 
benefit not only our two countries, 
but the whole world,” he said. 

“It is important that we do all 
‘we possibly can to save the Lau- 
sanne agreement. Upon the prescr- 
vation of that settlement must de- 
pend the continuance of harmony 
among European nations. Upon 
that settlement also largely do- 
pends the stability and security of 
the financial situation in a large 
part of the world.” 

The Hoover moratorium, he said, 
saved the situation for the moment, 
but many people thought at the 
time that one year was not nearly 
enough and “they have since beén 
proyed to have been right.” 

He praised the moratorium as 
having saved the situation in Tu- 
rope, but declared that “it is no use 
to think it is possible to go back to 
the system which existed before 
the moratorium was Hut into op- 
eration.” 

The agreements reached in Lau- 
sanne ended the existing system of 
reparation, he said, and “if the 
United States had been willing to 
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send a representative to the Lau- 
sanne conference a final settlement 
might have been made on the spot.” 
The Chancellor argued insistently 
that President Hoover by implica- 
tion recognized the connection de- 
tween war debts and rep ons, 
because he proposed that 1 in- 
ter-governmental debts be suspend- 
ed during the moratorium. 

It is an important matter,” he 
said, “because it justified the state- 
ment in the recent British note 
that the initiative taken by the 
European Powers at the Lausanne 
conference was taken with the 
cognizance and approval of the 
United States Goverriment.” 


‘Let us remember that if we 
should play a sélfish game in this 
country without regard to the inter- 
ests of other countries it would be 
bound to recoil upon our own 
heads,” said Chamberlain. 

Whatever the possibilities were 
in the past of relying upon our 
own unaided efforts to get rid of 
our difficulties, we.cannot in thesé 
days shake ourselves free from our 
international connections, and it is 
only by a policy of frankness, sin- 
cerity and loyalty that we can hope 
to obtain the co-operation of other 
nations in restoring the vanished 
prosperity of the world.” 

Plan to Deal With Deficit. 

Chamberlain said he proposed to 
deal with the budget deficit as fol- 
lows: 0 

To have recourse partly to lower 
rates of interest on Treasury bills 
and partly through funds provided 
for the sinking fund which were 
no longer required by statute on ac- 
count of the rise in gilt-edged se- 
curities. : 

J need hardly say,” he told the 
House, “that this advance is not 
one which can be repeated and fur- 
ther payments would have to be 
found out of current revenue. 

“The present position of taxation 
in this country is sufficient argu- 
ment, if argument were required, to 
prevent us from acquiescing in a 
treatment of governmental debts 
leaving us a liability without possi- 
ble receipts.” 

MacDonald Has Severe Cold. 

Prime Minister MacDonald, con- 
fined to his home with a had cold, 
left the whole Government debt 
case beforé Parliament in Cham- 
berlain’s hands. The House was 
crowded. 

For more than an hour he held 
the, attention and won the obvious 
— athy of the whole House. 

Sui Stafford Cripps, voicing the 
views of the Labor opposition, up- 
held? the Chancéllor’s statements 
regarding cancelation of war debts 
and reparations, and also approved 
tomorrow's payment. Then he be- 
gan an attack on the Government’s 
disarmament policy at Geneva. 

“It is absolutely essential, if we 
are going to enter negotiations with 
America regarding the debts, that 
we show we are determined to 
bring about reductions in the bur- 
den of armaments,” he said. 


BELGIAN PREMIER 
ASKED TO REMAIN 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 14—King Al- 
bert today * Count Charles 
de Brocqueville, who resigned with 
his Cabinet yesterday after it voted 
to refuse to make the débt pay- 
ment to the United States tomor- 
row, to form a new Cabinet. 

The Cabinet voted unanimously 
to refuse to pay the $2,125,000 debt 
installment on the ground that pay- 
ment was impossible. The resigna- 
tion actually was necessitated by 
the Chamber of Deputies election in 
November, but the Government had 
announced it would settle the war 
debt policy béfore resigning. 

A Government statemént said the 
Cabinet had ascertained the debt 
agreement of 1925 with the United 
States was based on Belgium's ca- 
pacity to pay.

De Larm, close friend of Guy, 
was eliminated from possible con- 
nection with the case other than as 
a witness, when police said he was 
not in Long Beach the night of 
Dec. 5 when Wanderwell was shot. 

De Larm has insisted Guy spent 
all night of Dec. 5 at his home. P 
lice said there were certain contra- 
dictions in his story which caused 
them to hold him as a material wit- 
ness. 

Capt. Wanderwell was buried at 
sea Monday from the deck of his 
yacht, aboard which he had 
planned a world cruise with a 
group of men and women he had 
recruited by advertising in news- 
papers. The adventurers, who in- 
cluded Lord Edward Montagu, son 
of the Duke of Manchester, all at- 
tended the funeral. Col. Arthur 
Goebel, aviator, and a friend of 
Wanderwell, also was aboard the 
yacht at the final rites.

Herriot Asked to On. * 

When the Herriot Ministers hand- 
ed their resignations to President 
Lebrun at 6:35 a. m. he asked 
them to continue to transact cur- 
rent business until their successors 
were appointed. It was announced 
in lobbies that it would be Herriot’s 
duty to transmit to Washington 
the text of the Chamber's resolu- 
tion. b 

The Chamber’s resolution urged 
an international. conférence “hav- 
ing for its purpose to adjust all 
the international obligations and 
to put an end to all international 
transfers not having a counterpart, 
a conference which would be in 
Haison with the world economic 
conference charged to make sound 
the monetary situation and to re- 
store credit.” * 

It went on to declare the Cham- 
ber would authorize payment of 
the Dec. 15 obligation only at such 
a time as an international confer- 
ence on debts could be held. 

The Premier’s plan was that the 
payment be made with the stipu- 
lation that it be credited as a cap- 
ital payment on a future debt ac 
cord and not as interest as defined 
by the present debt agreement. 
This was similar to the stipula- 
tions being made by Great Britain. 
The Premier urged “solidarity” 
with the British Government in the 


matter and during the debate said 


“our cordiality” with the British 
“has become a veritable fraternity” 
in the past two weeks. 

Herriot’s Losing Fight. 

The closing hours of the sesgion 
in the Chamber of Deputies were 
among the most thrilling in 
tera long parliamentary hig-

The 60-year-old Herriot, a master 
orator whose powerful voice sug- 
gests that of one of his predeces- 
sors, Aristide Briand, fought tena- 
ciously for his cause.

lemnity of our decision in this case ) 
and of its consequences,” the com- 
missioner said. “We cannot read 
without a shudder the harrowing 
details of the Buckingham Hotel 
Annex fire and the loss of human 
lives caused thereby. 

“But if Pierson is entitled to a 
new trial—and we hold he is—he 
gained that right by the abuse by 
the Assistant Circuit Attorney of 
appellant’s right to a fair and im- 
partial trial in first instance. And 
whenever defendant is sentenced to 
prison or to death after a trial in 
which his right to an impartial trial 
is prejudiced, we, upon appeal, as 
duty demands, will right the wrong 
done, whatever may be the conse- 
quences. We hold in this case, un- 
der a long line of decisions of this 
court, that the prejudicial and im- 
proper cross-examination of ap- 
pellant was reversible error, and 
this error was emphasized by the 
address of the Assistant Circuit At- 
torney to the tury.” 

Commissioner Fitzsimmons criti- 
cised statements by Sullivan in his 
argument to the jury in which he 
implied, the commissioner said, 
that the prosecution knew more 
than had been offered in evidence. 
He said it was settled law that 
counsel, in arguments to the jury, 
are not free to express their own 
opinions or private knowledge of 
the guilt of a defendant.

PRINCIPAL MORGAN 
FIRED FOR MISUSE 
OF SCHOOL FUNDS 


Dismissal by Superinten- 
dent Gerling Upheld by 
Unanimous Vote of Board 
of Education. 


Dismissal of Arden R. Morgan, 
principal of Sherman School and 
Roosevelt Evening High School, 
ordered on Sept. 1 by Superinten- 
dent of Instruction Gerling because 
of Morgan’s handling of school 
funds, was upheld by the Board 
of Education after a hearing last 
night. 

The board’s vote was unanimous, 
with one of the I2 members ab- 
sent. Morgan, who began his ca- 
reer as a teacher here 39 years ago, 
had been suspended by the super- 
intendent and the board’s action 
makes his removal final. Accom 
panied by his wife, a school teach 
er until they were married in 1931 
Morgan attended the hearing. He 
is 71 years old and his wife 39, ac- 
cording to .school records. 

Morgan was represented by a 
lawyer, Gus O. Nations, former 
chief prohibition agent here. Na- 
tions asked the board to conduct 
the hearing publicly, at the request 
of Morgan, but the board voted 
unanimously to adhere to its rule 
of executive session for such a 
matter. 

May Appeal to Courts. 

If the board’s action is subject 
to judicial review, an appeal may 
be taken to the courts, said Na- 
tions, who asserted there was no evi- 
dence to sustain the board’s vote, 
and exclusion of the press and pub- 
lic was an admission of the weak- 
ness of the board's Case. . 

The charges against Morgan, as 
contained in a notice to him from 
Gerling, were: Failure to pay 
promptly to the board $1056 in text 
book deposits and $239.50 for ma- 
terials purchased by evening school 
pupils; delay in repaying a $47 bal- 
ance in a fund for hiring art mod- 
els; issuance of seven checks, for 
$275, to a book custodian, returned 
because funds were insufficient; 
importuning teachers for loans to 
help meet the principal's obliga- 
tions. 


Charge by Gerling. 

Gerling charged that Morgan 
mingled school funds with his per- 
sonal accounts and was able to pay 
the board back only by assigning 
his salary for nearly two months. 
Witnesses against Morgan were 
Supt. Gerling; O. F. Hassemer, the 
Roosevelt Evening High School 
book custodian; Auditor Daly of 
the board and Assistant Superin- 
tendent Shackelford. Morgan tes- 
tified briefly and told, according to 
Nations, of financial difficulties 
which had beset him. He was 
quoted as saying the depression 
caused him losses in investments 
and made it difficult to meet obli- 
gations. His salary was $5700 a 
year. Circuit Judge Pearcy and 
Oscar E. Buder, a lawyer, were 
present to testify to Morgan’s char- 
acter but were not called. 

The hearing had been delayed 
since September at Morgan's re- 
quest. In the meantime the board 
received petitions signed by more 
than 100 of his friends and former 
students, urging his reinstatement. 
Morgan resides at Hotel Saum, 1919 
South Grand boulevard.

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-SWINDLER, HELD 
INBANK ROBBERY 


With Aid, Fred - Buck- 
8 minster, on Request of 
Kansas City Police. 


“Yellow Kid” Weil, internation- 
ally notorious swindler, and nis 
lieutenant, Fred Buckminster, were 
arrested at the Claridge Hotel at 
noon today, after St. Louis police 
had been asked by Kansas City au- 
thorities to hold them for question- 
ing in a bank robbery should they 
turn up in St. Louls. 

The “Yellow Kid,” a benign-look- 
ing white-haired man of 54, readily 
admitted his identity—abundantly 
recorded at police headquarters, in 
any event—and pleasantly agreed 
to go along with detectives. Buck- 
minster, who has served only one 
prison term, as compared to three 
for his boss, also went to headquar- 
ters without show of indignation. 

In the absence of definite infor- 
mation about the robbery concern- 
ing which they were to be ques- 
tioned, the police took their finger- 
prints and identification data and 
discussed with Weil his long record 
as a swindler, made principally in 
New York and Chicago. 

Says He Has “Gone Straight.” 

Weil declare dhe had “gone 
straight”—that he was no longer 
“the king of the confidence men.” 
He had previously announced his 
retirement in Chicago in April, 
1931, just after he had been re- 
leased from Leavenworth peniten- 
tiary. ~ 
“IT am now led to believe I am 
charged with aiding in conspiring 
against King Alfonso in bringing 
about his dethronement through 
the financial medium of Kerensky 
bonds and confederate money,’ he 
declared on that occasion in a let- 
ter dictated when in jail to his 
faithful follower, Buckminster. 

“The charge, it is hardly meces- 
sary to say, is false. But having 
been the king of con men and real- 
izing that the twilight of kings has 
come, I abdicate.” 

Weil, who got his sobriquet by 
reason of a luxuriant crop of pink- 
ish-yellow whiskers, has long since 
shaved them off and now wears a 
mustache. 

“Senator J. Ham Lewis com- 
plained that he was often mistaken 
for me,” he explained. “So I shaved 
my whiskers and now content my- 
self with a mustache.“ 

As carefully dressed as ever Weil 
wore a tweed suit, spats and black 
shoes. Buckminster, equally pre- 
cise, wore a Homburg hat, a gray 
suit and spats. He is 65 years old 
and has a bald spot in the midst 
of a shock of snowy hair. 

After a brief wait in the identifi- 
cation bureau they were taken to 
the office of Chief of Detectives 
Kaiser, where Buckminster sat 
down against the wal land dreamily 
closed his eyes, while Weil dis- 
cussed their affairs with the de- 
tective chief. 

“We wanted for bank robbery?” 
He laughed discreetly. “Chief, 
surely you are jesting. We havent 
been embroiled in crime for two 
years, and certainly not that sort 
of thing.” 

“How do you make your money?” 
pasked a reporter. 

“We are content,” Weil replied, 
“with a paltry $110 to $200 a week. 
How do we make it? Simply by 
gettin ga certain residue, putting it 
into the crucible and collecting the 
gold. You will pardon me if I go 
no farther into details. The ‘plan 
is not substantially different from 
those used by various investment

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DEATH SENTENCE 
‘WN MAPLEWOOD 
MURDER UPHELD 


Supreme Court Division 
No. 2 Rules Slayer of 
Mrs. Sauer Who Pleaded 


Guilty, Must Hang. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 14. — 
Three death sentences, including 
that imposed on James W. Kellar 
of St. Louis County, on his plea of 
guilty of the murder of Mrs. Etta 
Sauer in Maplewood last January, 
were affirmed today by Division 
No. 2 of the Missouri Supreme 


Court. 

The other two whose death sen- 
tences were upheld were David A. 
Miller, St. Charles County, convict- 
ed of the murder of Miss Paulina 
Duebbert, 48 years old, in an at- 
tempted robbery at her farm in St. 
Charles County, Aug. 22, 1929, and 
Harry Worden of Jasper County, 
convicted of a criminal attack on 
a 15-year-old girl near Carthage. 

The Court set the three execu- 


tions, by hanging, for Friday, Jan. 
20, in the counties where the de- 
fendants were convicted. 

It was a bad day for killers and 
holdup men as the court affirmed 
convictions in 29 criminal cases, 
nearly all of them involving mur- 
der, manslaughter or robbery. New 
trials were ordered in seven cases. 
The Court delivered rulings in six 
civil cases, a total of 42 opinions. 

Kellar, also Known as Charles 
H. Campbell, killed Mrs. Sauer, 
wife of his employer, at her home, 
3104 Walter avenue, Maplewood, 
after she refused his request for 
money. He struck her on the head 
with an iron pipe. 

Contention of His Attorney. 

He pleaded guilty after with- 
drawing a plea of not guilty, ap- 
parently in the belief that Circuit 
Judge McElhinney would not im- 
pose the death penalty, but the 
Judge sentenced him to be hanged. 
Before sentence was passed Kellar’s 
attorney attempted again to change 
the plea, but the Judge overruled 
his motion. | 

On appeal Kellar’s attorney con- 
tended that the trial court abused 
its discretion in not permitting Kel- 
lar to withdraw his plea of guilty, 
and declared the defendant had not 
been informed when the plea was 
entered that the death penalty 
would be imposed. 

Commissioner James A. Cooley, 
who wrote the opinion, said there 
had been no abuse of the court's 
discretion and that there was no 
statute or principle of law making 
it the duty of the court to inform a 
defendant, in advance, what sen- 
tence would be imposed. All the 
Judges of Division No. 2 concurred. 


Ruling in Miller Case. 


Miller’s conviction and death sen- 
tence were affirmed by Commis- 
sioner Henry J. Westhues, who, in 
overruling defense allegations of 
error, said the evidence clearly es- 
tablished Miller’s guilt and that his 
crime was a “cruel and atrocious” 
one, 

Miss Duebbert was shot down 
when she resisted an attempted 
holdup by Miller and a companion, 


Norman E. Tanner. August Meyer, 
an employe of Miss Duebbert, was 
shot when he attempted to aid Miss 
Duebbert. Tanner pleaded guilty | 
to a murder charge and now is 
serving a life sentence in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Worden will be the second mem- 
ber of his family to be hanged for 
an offense against a young girl. 
His brother, Lew Worden, was 
hanged at Carthage last March 3 
after he had pleaded guilty of a 
criminal attack. 

Harry Worden was convicted of 
an attack that followed his holdup 
of a group of Carthage high school 
boys and girls on a road near Car- 
thage, in November, 1931. 

Presiding Judge J. T. White 
wrote the opinion. 


Rulings in Other Cases. 


Among other cases disposed of by 
the Court today were the following: 

Henrietta Ambruster of St. Louis, 
convicted of driving an automobile 
in a reckless and negligent manner 
and fined $125, affirmed. William 
R Haenel Jr. of St. Louis was run 
down by her car, Nov. 27, 1929. 

New trial ordered for Mrs. Annie 
Berezuk, a white woman, and De- 
witt Gathing and Virdell Robinson; 
Negroes of St. Louis, because of er- 
rors in admission of evidence in a 
trial in which all three were con- 
victed of complicity in an offense 
against Mrs. Berezuk’s 16-year-old 
niece. The reversed convictions 
carried sentences ranging from 15 
to 30 years.

PROPOSAL FOR CITY TO PAY 
FOR P. S. c. Our OF EARNINGS 


Transfer of Car and Bus Lines Without Fixed 
Price Suggested by Company's 
Representatives. 


The problem of municipal own- 
ership of the Public Service Co.’s 
street railways and bus lines with- 
out putting the city in debt and at 
the same time satisfying the pres- 
ent owners of the company was 
tackled by a conference committee 
of six men meeting for the first 
time yesterday at City Hall. 

The three members of the group 
representing the city said they had 
no proposal to make. The three 
representing the security holders of 
the company were equally reticent 
at first. 

After Walter W. Smith, president 
of the First National Bank, one of 
the company group, had said he 
thought they should enter into dis- 
cussions to see if a plan could be 
developed, a prepared statement 
was presented by Stanley Clarke, 
president of the company. 

From this statement and the dis- 
cussion which followed it developed 
that the company representatives 
have in mind a rather nebulous 
pian for turning the property over 
to the city without a fixed price, 
the company’s compensation to be 
a share of the revenue above oper- 
ating expenses. 

Members of City Group. 

The city group, headed by Alder- 
man Edward W. Wiehe, chairman 
of the Joint Transportation Com- 
mittee, gave no indication as to 
whether it thought the city should 
accept the property on these or any 
other terms. The city representa- 
tives, besides Wiehe, are Alderman 
William J. Studt and Arthur C. 
Meyers, auditor and engineer in 
the Comptroller’s office. Wiehe was 
made chairman of the conference 
committee and Meyers secretary. 

It was brought out also there 
was some doubt as to just what the 
company group could persuade the 
security holders to accept. The 
third member of the company 
group, in addition to Smith and 
Clarke, is Hugo Wurdack, dealer in 
securities. 

The security holders’ committee

Under the tentative plan, the se- 
curity holders would cancel their 
claims on the property and would 
realize on their holdings in the fu- 
ture only by sharing in the divis- 
ion of earnings, if any. The city, 
it was said, would own the proper- 
ty free of debt but would have to 
agree to pay a share of earnings to 
the company for a long term of 
years. 

The committee did not get to the 
point of discussing such details as 
the number of years or the per- 
centage of earnings. It was indi- 
cated, however, that company rep- 
resentatives would expect to re- 
ceive annually about the same per- 
centage as heretofore has been 
available for interest, dividends and 
depreciation. This would be around 
60 to 65 per cent of the revenue 
above operating expenses. 

City’s Power Not Discussed. 

Legal phases were not discussed, 
leaving untouched the question of 
whether the city has the power to 
enter into such a contract. The 
city representatives have agreed 
that they will seek the advice of 


City Counselor Muench, but he was 
not present yesterday. 

The relation of a downtown sub- 
way to this plan was discussed. It 
was pointed out in the company 
statement that if a subway were 
built the cost would be $5,000,000 
to $6,000,000. It was suggested this 
might be borrowed from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation. In 
that case, the interest and amortiza- 
tion of the loan, estimated by Smith 
at $400,000 a year, would come ahead 
of distribution of earnings to the 
company and city. Eventually, it 
was pointed out, the city would 
own the subway outright. 

Because of uncertainty as to the 
desirability of a subway, the com- 
mittee decided to consider the plan 
both with and without a subway, 
and to report on alternative pro- 
posals. This committee has no au- 
thority to bind the city, but only to 
report back to the Joint Transpor- 
tation Committee which was cre- 
ated to consider the whole problem 
of making effective the policy of 
a municipally-owned transit system 
adopted by the Board of Aldermen. 


Cites Benefit to City. 


Clarke told why he thought the 
city would benefit by the deal. He 
said the company must do one of 
two things: Realize on its assets as 
rapidly as possible, turrning over to 
creditors (security holders and oth- 
ers) every available dollar, or per- 
suade the creditors they will get 
more by putting in more money to 
improve the system. He thought un- 
der these conditions the city would 
be better off to take title to the 
property to assure the permanence 
of the transportation system. 

Smith said that the company’s 
earnings above operating expenses 
were satisfactory, considering the 
business conditions, and that if it 
were not for the franchise situa- 
tion and the approaching maturity 
of its bonds it could profitably con- 
inue operation as a private enter- 
prise. 

One advantage to the security 
holders, Smith thought, would be 
that the method of transportation 
would be “anchored” if the city ac- 
quired the property. Clarke point- 
ed out it would be impossible to 
“anchor” any method of transporta- 
tion; that best suited to the pre- 
vailing conditions would be used. 
Even if the city took over the prop- 
erty, the security holders could not 
be assured the city would not at 
a later date install some other 
transportation system from which 
the security holders would get no 
return. The security holders, as he 
understood it, would get a return 
only from the system they turned 
over to the city as maintained and 
improved from its revenues. 

The city now has the right to 
make such independent transit ar- 
rangements as it wishes, Clarke 
said, and could not be excluded 
from that right in the future. 

President Neun of the Board of 
Aldermen, who is a member of the 
Joint Transportation Committee, 
appeared briefly before the com- 
mittee to ask that representatives 
of taxpayers’ organizations be per- 
mitted to attend its meetings. The 
committee took the view that this 
Was unnecessary, since its alder- 
manic members were elected by 
the people, but that any citizens 
who wished might attend the meet- 
ings of the joint committee, to 
which ny reports of the confer- 
ence committee will be made. The

GERMANY’S SHORT TERM 
DEBT REDUCED TO BILLION 


Nation Has Paid Off $300,000,000 
Since July 31, 1931; Conference 
in London Next Month.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14.— Germany's 

total of short term bank and busi- 
ness debt to all creditor countries, 
which stood above $1,300,000,000 on 
July 31, 1931, has since been re- 
duced to 31, 000,000,000, it was esti- 
mated today by Wall street author- 
ities. 
In view of the general commer- 
cial stagnation, American bankers 
who have been co-operating with 
German institutions and their for- 
eign creditors felt that Germany 
has made a good showing. 

Ways and means for gradually 
repaying the balance will be dis- 
cussed at a meeting of the “stand- 
still committee” in London, begin- 
ning Jan. 30, 1933. Albert H. Wig- 
gin, chairman of the governing 
board of the Chase National Bank 
of New York, and also chairman of 
the International Committee, will 
represent American creditors. 

Through its ability to cut down 
imports drastically, Germany has 
been able to show a favorable for- 
eign trade balance in 1932, although 
considerably less than in 1931. In 
this way, the German banking and 
business institutions, to which short 
term credits had been extended, 
have bee.. able gradually to amor- 
tize the total. 

Wiggiin said that German debtors 
could quickly pay off their $1,000,- 
000,000 short term indebtedness if 
their creditors would accept reichs- 
marks, but they won't. Conse- 
quently, Germany has to pay with 
foreign currencics. 


SENATE BLOCKS ALL HOOVER 
NOMINATIONS EXCEPT CHAPIN’S 


LaFollette, Blaine and Shipstead 
Vote With Democrats;, Com- 
merce Secretary Approved. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.— The 
nomination of Roy D. Chapin of 
Michigan as Secretary of Commerce 
was confirmed by the Senate to- 
day, after the Democrats had 
blocked consideration of other pres- 
idential appointments. 

A motion by Senator McNary of 
Oregon, assistant Republican lead- 
er, to send the Senate into execu- 
tive session for consideration of a 
batch of Hoover appointees. was 
defeated, 44 to 37. 

The roll call was on strictly party 
lines, only Senators LaFollette and 
Blaine of Wisconsin leaving the 
Republican fold to line up with 
the Democrats. Senator Shipstead, 
Farmer-Labor, of Minnesota, also 
voted with the Democrats. The ef- 
fect was to block even the sending 
of the nominations to committees 
for preliminary consideration. 

Immediately after the vote, La-

motion because of the announced 
intention of Democrats to block 
confirmation of any nominations 
and of his desire to speed Senate 
consideration of other business. 


BILL PROPOSES CUT IN PAY 
OF MEMBERS OF CONGRESS 


Fulbright, Defeated in Missouri 
Primary, Introduces Measure 
for $7500 Salary.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Reduc- 
tion of the salary of Senators and 
Representatives to $7500 a year 
was proposed today in a bill intro- 
duced by Representative James F. 
Fulbright (Dem.), Missouri, who 
was defeated in the Democratic 
primary last fall. Until last ses- 
sion the pay of members of Con- 
gress was $10,000 a year. The econ- 
omy act reduced this 81-3 per cent.

BRITAIN REFERS. 
PERSIAN DISPUTE 
TOLEAGUE COUNCIL 


Action Follows Refusal of | 


Eastern Government to 
Submit Matter to World 
Court.

LONDON, Dec. 14.—In view of 
the Persian Government's latest 
note on the cancellation of the 
Anglo-Persian Oil Co. concession, 
the British Government will not 
pursue its intention of referring the 
case to the Permanent Court for 
International Justice, Parliament 
was informed today. 


Instead the Government has de- 
cided to refer the matter to the 
League of Nations Council, and a 
telegram embodying such submis- 
sion has been sent to the secretary- 
general of the League. 


World Court Not Competent, Per- 
sian Note Says. 
By the Associated Press. 

TEHERAN, Persia, Dec. 14.— 
Declarations that ths Persian Govy- 
ernment does not consider The 
Hague court competent to examine 
the Anglo-Persian oil dispute, or 
that the optional clause is applica- 
ble to taat dispute, are contained in 
a lengthy note replying to a note 
from Breat Britain. 

The note adds that the Persian 
Government considers itself justi- 
fied in canceling the D’Arcy con- 
cession and oes not see any reason 
to withdraw its original note. It 
also considers that it has the right 
to bring to the notice of the League 
of Nations the British Govern- 
ment’s threats of pressure. 

In its recent note Great Britain 
asserted that if Persia persisted in 
threat to cancel the concessicn 
Britain would submit the dispute 
to The Hague, 

Oil Fields Quiet. 

The oil fields remain quiet aud 
it is said there is no truth in re- 
ports of disturbances at Abadan 
and Masjid. 

The Persian note, which was 
handed to the British Legativn 
yesterday, exprezsed regret that the 
British Government is encouraging 
the company to resist by bringing 
pressure on the Persians, and it 
declares the British action is in- 
compatible with a spirit of upright- 
ness and a desire for peace. 

The causes for Persia’s dissatis 
faction and the reasons for cancel- 
ation are stated thus: 1. The con- 
cession was obtained as a result of 
pressure. 2. The amount of roy- 
alty was unfairly calculated. 3. The 
Persian Government was not. al- 
lowed to check the company’s ac- 
count. 4. The Persian Goverr.- 
ment received no royalty during the 
war. 5. No income tax has been 
paid. 6. There has been reckless 
expenditure in other parts of the 
world combined with excessively 
high prices in Persia. 

Not Responsible for Losses. 

The note reiterates that the 
Government is unable to accept re 
sponsibility for the companys 
losses and declares the Govern- 
ment has not interfered with the 


company's institutions. It voices 


hope that the company will send a 
representative to negotiate a fresh 
agreement safeguarding Persian 
interests. 

Regret is expressed that the 
British Government apparently 
does not favor a fresh agreement 
and is encouraging the company to 
resist.

Mussolini said he associated him- 
self with the protest of the stu- 
dents. He spoke briefly and then 
retired inside the palace, while sev- 
eral hundred students marched 
through the streets toward the 
Jugo-Slav Legation, where they 
were stopped by 300 mounted troops 
and policemen. The students then 
paraded for two hours. 

Interspersed with shouts against 
Jugo-Slavia were numerous anti- 
French remarks. 

The wives of members of the Dip- 
lomatic Corps were at tea at the 
Jugo-Slav Legation when the dem- 
onstrators arrived. A cordon of 
troops and police surrounded the 
building. For a time it looked as 
though the wives of the diplomats 
would have to remain indefinitely, 
but after a while the police found 
a safe way out.

About State Printing. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
COMMUNICATION in-the Post-Dis- 
patch Dec. 4 from J. Lionberger Davis 

presents some questions regarding the 

State printing. The questions are proper 

and, in the public interest, deserve an- 

swer. In substance they are: 

“Why is it necessary to have a print- 
ing company owned by Republicans to do 
State printing during Republican admin- 
istrations and one owned by Democrats 
to do same during a Democratic adminis- 
tration? Also, is there no competition of 
firme irrespective of party affiliations?” 

The answer to these two questions, in 
brief, is that the State printing is not 
handled in Missouri according to politics, 
and competition is without regard to par- 
ty affiliations. The difficulty is that these 
matters are not understood by many, and 
the public is prone to hold over them ad- 
verse thought. : 

Only two changes of ownership have 
heretofore taken place in the company 
which handles this work in Jefferson 
City. One of these was because of the 
death of a former owner. The other was 
for business reasons. In the one instance, 
there was no change of politics; in the 
other, there was a change, but not be- 
cause of any demand from party sources. 

More than one-third of the time I had 
the privilege of executing the contract for 
labor on State printing and binding, Re- 
publicans were in control either of the 
Printing Commission or the governor- 
ship. Contracts were awarded irrespec- 
tive of the politics of the bidders. In 
more than one instance, contracts went 
to those of different affiliation from the 
administration in power. The same prac- 
tice has been followed by Democrats. 


State printing is not a supply, but a 
service proposition, service necessary in 
the functioning of government—legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial. It is, there- 
fore, in a certain sense a public utility 
and could not or should not be reduced to 
a basis of political patronage any more 
than other public utilities could not be 
reduced to that basis. It requires an ex- 
perienced organization and quite a large 
investment. The contractor must be able 
to meet exacting demands as to delivery 
and must maintain quality in workman- 
ship. 

The prices paid are public property, and 
subject to criticism or review if they are 
unreasonable. The agreements entered 
into by the State are for rates of charge 
only, and imvolve no guarantee as to vol- 
ume of work. The printer has to share 
the consequence of all cuts in budgets, 
and no order, from the smallest to the 
largest, can be executed without first 
being approved in writing by a board of 
three elective State officials, and no bill 
can be paid except upon approval in writ- 
ing by the same officials, in addition to 
that of the State Auditor. 

The printer has no interest in the pa- 
per supplies which he uses, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that in the ordinary conduct 
of business this is the only item on 
which profit can be figured with certain- 
ty. The printing is completely divorced 
from the purchase of printing material, 
and the contract for paper has never 
been held by the firm which does the 
printing. Separate contracts are let an- 
nually for stationery and paper, which 
are widely advertised and on which free 
and open competition is invited. The con- 
tracts for binding are let annually in the 
same way, and those for printing are let 
biennially and divided into three separate 
classes,

It may not be known that, in Missouri, 
State printing has been under central 
purchasing for 70 years, and the rates 
paid therefor for the most part have been 
so low that all experiments with other 
methods have resulted in loss to the State. 
By concentrating its work, the State is 
able to command a character of service 
which is not otherwise available, and 
without which it would suffer very great 
loss through delays and additional depart- 
mental expense. The loss of six days in 
the legislative session because of inade- 
quate printing service would éxceed the 
entire cost of printing for the session, ow- 
ing to the per diem expense of the Gener- 
al Assembly. 

By concentration, the State is able to 
buy at wholesale prices carload quantities 
of materials and to protect itself by sure- 
ty bonds by doing business with respon- 
sible firms. 

The alternative to the existing system 
would be the use of printing as political 
patronage by the various officials, a tend- 
ency which the taxpayers are seeking to 
prevent by the adoption of budgetary 
and central purchasing reforms in all 
other branches of government. 

If at any time the operation of the 
present printing system in Missouri is not 
on an economical basis, the fault will be 
with its administration and not with the 
plan. In older states, like New York and 
Massachusetts, the State printing has 
been done practically for generations by 
the same corporate institutions. 

It will be found upon investigation 
regardless cf common misconception, obr 
State printing laws are equal to the t 
of those cf. other states and comparable 
to our highway statutes in practical op- 
eration and, I believe, are in the public

INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATION. 
Col. B. M. House, confidant of Woodrow Wilson, 
and now one of the advisers of Gov. Roosevelt, says 
the President-elect’s foreign attitude will be a realis- 
tic spirit of international co-operation instead of the 
parochial policy maintained by the last three ad- 
ministrations. | 
The American people have a great many expecta- 
tions of that change in the Government which has 
placed the opposition in power and restored the 
Texas Warwick as one of its counselors. It ‘is like- 
ly that @ new conception of our relation to the rest 
of the world is the liveliest of these expectations. The 
World War destroyed our isolation. We went into it 
a purely parochial people; we came out of it insep- 
arable from men everywhere. It is not easy for us 


was a fetish among us until the World War drew us 
out of our shell accounts for the support enjoyed by 
those parochial administrations. 

It is therefore expected that the so-called New Deal 
will, among other things, supply our international 
omissions. If the price we are paying now is in part the 
price of that recalcitrance which turned its back 
upon all other peoples, which excluded them from our 
markets, and which demanded only that they pay 
us what they owe, then the people of the United 
States would like to have less of this sont of thing 
and more of that enlightened self-interest which con- 
ceives in tolerance a better fortune for us all. 

That Col. House is sympathetic with this view, 
and that most of those who surround the President- 
elect are sympathetic with it, is the chief hope of 
the country for a more beneficent rule. The people 
of the United States are not, we imagine, greatly im- 
pressed with politics as a palliative; but they do re- 
alize that the policies of the Government, both domes- 
tic and foreign, affect our own fortunes and those of 
the world. Edwin F. Gay, professor of economic his- 
tory at Harvard, said in a recent issue of Foreign 
Affairs: 


A time must come when the United States, as 
a powerful world state and a great creditor na- 
tion, hence vitally interested in world trade and 
world prosperity, will face the realities of its new 
position. It will realize that a policy of self-suf- 
ficiency is not only impossible, but that a policy 
which presupposes it to be possible is stultifying 
and impoverishing. To say, as one frequently 
hears it said, that because the value of American 
exports is less than 10 per cent of the total 
American production, we may therefore go our 
own way regardless of foreign trade or interna- 
tional responsibilities, is to misrepresent the plain 
facts. The whole network of domestic prices and 
domestic credit in the United States is bound in- 
dissolubly with the system of world prices and 
with th® stream of world credit. A dislocation 
anywhere in the fabric is now felt everywhere. 
The World War affirmed the international po- 
litical responsibilities of the United States; the 
world depression demonstrates the economic in- 
terdependence of the United States with other 
states. It cannot be a hermit nation. 


The lean chapters of history are those in which 
human wisdom was deficient. So it has been with us. 
Faced by a great responsibility at the close of the 
war, we should have done our utmost to facilitate trade 
and tolerance everywhere. Only by so doing could 
we have hoped to rally the world from that pit to 
which it had descended in the greatest of all wars. 
The Allied nations owed us an immense amount of 
money. They were impoverished. How could they 
pay unless they could sell their goods in other mar- 
kets? England, for instance, was the best customer 
of the United States. She is paying us tomorrow, on 
account of her debt, $95,550,000. Did we do anything 
to help her make it? Or did we do everything pos- 
sible to keep her from making it? Did we do any- 
thing to help France to pay us? Did we do anything 
to help Italy to pay us? Did we do anything to help 
Belgium to pay us? Could they sell us woolens, fash- 
ions, foods, wines, tools? 

No. We reared in their faces the greatest barriers 
in history. Where we might have been mutually 
helpful, where we might have applied healing to the 
wounds of the world, we blindly notified all nations 
whatsoever that if they traded with us they did so at 
their peril. Nor was this the extent of our incred- 
ible folly. After proposing the League of Nations, we 
stayed out of it. No nation was ever needed as we 
were needed at Geneva in the task of reconstruction, 
but we shamefully dodged our responsibility. We did 
the same thing with the Permanent Court for Interna- 
tional Justiee. True to our parochial training, deterred 
by distrust of everyone but ourselves, we stayed out. 

The New Deal can do befter than that. Nor can 
it delay too long doing better than that. 
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A FEAT OF WIZARDRY. 

Professional market prophets, -whose repute has 
been in eclipse since October, 1929, might redeem 
themselves by taking into partnership a little group 
of St. Louis citizens. These persons, with no claim 
to clairvoyant powers or mastery of the ticker tape’s 
subtle science, have come through with flying col- 
ors and fattened assets. They are the trustees of the 
Jessie Parsons Blewett Fund, created for the benefit 
of teachers by the late Supt. Ben Blewett in 1916 with 
a nest egg of $50,000. The nucleus, 2500 shares of 
lead company stock, the trustees held while it grew 
to 3437 shares through stock dividends and mounted 
to a value of $90 per share. Then, in January, 1929, 
undazzled by the marvels of the get-rich-quick boom 
era, they sold their holdings near the all-time top, 
for $305,510. Today, the stock stands at 7%. 
proceeds were reinvested in bonds, and the fund now 
is worth about $400,000. a 

This group of unprétentious wizards consists of the 
Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools, the Board of Education's secretary, a high 
school teacher and the City Comptroller. Not only 
have they beeu friends in need to many teachers, 
but they have confounded the alleged experts, who 
wore blinded by the glare of prosperity and then 
floundered in the bog of depression.

Medicine in Economic Bondage 


Precarious livelihood of average doctor and medicine’s inability to reach all the people 
are caused by price-and*profit system that rules profession; results include surplus 
of physicians and shortage of medical service, chaotic fee conditions and rise of 
quackery; writer hopes for day when science will. be unhampered by finances. 


Prof. George A. Coe of Columbia University Teachers’ College, in World Tomorrow. 


HE noble profession of medicine is in 
T a sadly dislocated condition because of 
the economic forces that beat upon it 
and within it. There is, to begin with, an 
over-supply of physicians. On this account, 
medical schools are turning away a multi- 
tude of applicants. In a single building in 
a city of less than 65,000 people, four score 
practitioners have their offices. In every 
considerable center of population, thé strug- 
gle for patronage is intense. Though the 
code of the medical society prevents its 
members from revealing this fact by open 
advertising, it does not forbid them to make 
themselves prominent in lodges, clubs, so- 
cial affairs, churches and news columns. A 
few, especially surgeons, achieve a large in- 
come, but the rank and file are gnawed by 
a sense of insecurity. Nobody pretends that 
income is distributed in proportion to the 
services that are rendered to patients. | 
An over-supply of physicians, but an un- 
der-supply of medical services! And under- 
supply not only among Negroes, but also 
among whites whose income, though it is 
sufficient to exclude them from free clin- 
ics, is not sufficient to pay doctors’ fees 
and hospital charges. An undersupply, also, 
of preventive work. The number of child- 
birth fevers and fatalities in the United 
States is exceptionally high, even scan- 
dalously so; the children of this country, 
as surveys of limited school populations 
show, are in deplorable need of hygienic 
and therapeutic service; the incidence of 
nervous diseases and of mental disintegra- 
tion is enormous and growing, and there 
isn't a sign that we are going to check it. 


* * 0 

The fees of physicians and of surgeons 
are an ethical and economic chaos. There 
is a shade of sense in the theory of adjust- 
ing the bill to the ability of the patient to 
pay, for this enables the physician who 
collects high fees from some to accept small 
pay from others or to treat them gratuitous- 
ly. But see how stupidly this principle 
works. How much should each class of 
patients be expected to pay? Some prac- 
titioners charge “all that the traffic will 


bear“; some avoid attracting patronage from 


the poor, or even refuse it when it appears 
at the door; some have a goodness of heart 
that subjects them to burdens that have 
the effect of exploitation. As long as the 
practice of medicine depends upon fees, this 
helter-skelter will not give place to order. 

Even the provision for free medical ser- 
vices is a social and economic mess. Who 
are the poor who are entitled to the ser- 
vices of free clinics? When is a person 
poor, and when is one not poor? Free clin- 
ics encourage economic parasitism in some, 
while they humiliate others who despise 
parasitism but must accept help where it 
can be procured. 

The burden of uncompensated medical 
service is not distributed physicians 
upon any principle whatever. One sérves 
because he teaches medical students who 
require clinical demonstrations; another be- 
cause he desires to extend his own clinical 
experience; still another because member- 
ship in a hospital staff brings recognition 
and desirable patients. Meantime, how 
many other practitioners need clinical ex- 
perience that they cannot get? 

The standards for medical schools have 


™“ 


risen rapidly in recent years, though not 
too rapidly nor too high; but the cost of a 
medical education is so distributed that the 
student’s part of it is too great. The five 
economically unproductive years—four in 
the medical schoof and one as interne—are 
a proper concern for the entire profession 
and for the public as well. To deny this 
would be equivalent to asserting that medi- 
cine is a matter of investments and prof- 
its, a business and not a profession. At 
present, medical students who work long 
hours at high pressure at college are forced 
to the very edge of the subsistence level. 
Many of them endeavor to live upon à diet 
that is neither adequate nor wholesome. 
Their science is bound, not free. 
« * e 

Indeed, from every direction business 
ethics abtrudes upon professional ethics 
like a wintry wind that blows upon one 
who is thinly clad. Strict followers of the 
medical code must compete with a horde 
of practitioners who secretly compromise 
or else openly offer medical bargain sales 
and illusory short-cuts to health. Many of 
these parasites possess a medical degree. 
They are therefore an exhibit of what the 
motivation of business will do toward low- 
ering the standards of a profession when 
it has its own way. 

The most thoughtful of our medical men 
are conscious of some of the issues men- 
tioned. There is, in fact, an increasing 
sense that thé profession must fight for its 
life. A part of the struggle is within the 
profession itself, as exemplified by the con- 
test with mechanized and commercialized 
medical institutes conducted by regular 
physicians. Another phase of the struggle 
for survival is the recent policy of spread- 
ing abroad a surprising array of medical 
information. This “education of the pub- 
lic” is, in fact, one of the major advances 
of medical practice in our time. 
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But. as yet most of the efforts to protect 
professional standards, and nearly all ap- 
proaches to the public that em, loys. and 
supports the physician, assume the validity 
of the price-and-profit system that is mak- 
ing nearly all the trouble. Every evil men-

We find an ecclesias- 
tical opposition softened by love 
and understanding; a world more 
tolerant and forgiving than it has 
ever been before, and strangest of 
all, the ranks of the physical scien- 
tists proclaiming to the world, in 
the ecstasy of a newborn discovery, 
the nothingness of the material uni- 
verse, and its existence only as 
thought.”

PHILATELISTS HOLDING 
Ib THEIR COLLECTIONS 


Most of Them Reported Re- 
taining Stamps Despite 
Economic Conditions, 


By the Associated Press. j 
BOSTON, Dec. 14. — Economic 
conditions may have forced some 
persons to part with acquisitions of 
more prosperous days, but the 
stamp collector generaliy seems to 
hold to his property, gathered from 
all parts of the world. At least, that 
is the opinion of many philatelists, 
for whom the “king of hobbies,” 
whether it be an avocation or a 
business holds intense interest. 
Stamp collections, which has ad- 
herents in every stratum of society, 
has among its devotees such men 


of international repute as Presi- 
dent-elect Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
King George, and Crown Prince 
Gustave Adolphus of Sweden. One 
of the most valuable collections in 
the world is held by.Arthur Hind 
of Utica, N. Y. 

The stamp market is quiet these 
days. Some philatelists attribute 
this to a general tightness of money, 
but others offer it as proof of their 
contention that collections are be- 
ing retained regardless of economic 
conditions. 

No Evidence of Dumping. 

J think the very quietness of the 
market is significant evidence that 
collectors, while they may be unable 
to purchase new stamps, are retain- 
ing intact their present collections,” 
said E. Tudor Gross of Providence, 
R. I., a collector of international 
repute. 

E. B. Elder, Boston dealer of 
many years experience, and Harold 
B. Blazo, Cambridge educator who 
has sponsored collecting by school 
children for many years, corrobor- 
ate the observations of \ross. 

“The stamp collector,” said Elder, 
“doesn’t part with his collection, 
well, until perhaps he finds he just 
has to eat. Of course, in good times 
and bad, we have occasional offer- 
ings of collections for sale. But in 
the t few years I have seen no 
evidence of dumping.” 

Penn Stamps Sought. 

There has been no slump in the 
prices of United States stamps, es- 
pecially the commemoratives, Elder 
said. They, with the British Coion- 
ials, have maintained their pros- 
perity levels in general. Right now, 
the most sought are the recently is- 
sued William Penn and Daniel 
Webster stamps. 

Both Elder and Blazo have ob- 
served a noteworthy increase in 
stamp collecting and investigation 
in the last few years. As Elder ex- 
pressed it, “for the fellow who 
works only three or so days a week, 
stamp work takes his mind off wor- 
ries of employment.” 

Early stamps now of great value 
are those of the British Colony of 
Mauritius and British Guiana, one 
of the latter, owned by Arthur 
Hind, having an estimated value of 


$50,000. 


$200,000 EDUCATIONAL 
FUND IN RUUD WiLL 


All Old Employes of Heater 
Jnventor to Get $1000 
or $2000.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Dec. 14. — 
About $1,000,000 are bequeathed to 
benevolences in the will of Edwin 
Ruud, inventor, who died last week. 
Ruud came to America in 1882 


from Norway, invented a water 


heater and built up a-fortune. At 
his death, the estate was estimated 
at $1,500,000. 

His will sets aside $200,000 for 
the musical education of young 
women in the United States, simi- 
lar to that he established in Nor- 
way several years ago. 

Bequests of $1000 are left to ev- 
ery 10-year man of his Ruud manu- 
facturing companies, and $2000 to 


every 20-year employe. 


Interest from two-thirds of his 
Ruud stock go for building a hos- 
pital in Idesberg, Norway, his 
birthplace. 

His widow, Mrs. Minna Kauf- 
mann Ruud, reecives his personal 
belongings and $400,000. 

Interest on one-third of the Ruud 
stock also is left to the widow for 
charitable purposes which she may 
select, and after seven years the 
principal goes in the same ratio 
to the Idesberg Hospital and Mrs. 
Ruud. 

Pittsburgh hospitals receive $50,- 
000. The Salvation Army receives 
$5000 and the University of Pitts- 
burgh $50,000. 

Other amounts are left to friends 
and to his valet and chauffeur.

F. L. Campbell, Inspector 
at National City, Tells 
How Stealing of Herds 
Was Broken Up--Learned 
His Trade on the Range. 


Years in the saddle as a ranch. 
hand and foreman, riding the un- 
fenced cattle ranges of the South- 
west, in search of strayed or stolen 
cattle, prepared Frank L. Campbell, 
brand inspector at the National 
Stockyards across the river at Na- 
tional City, for the job he now 
holds. 

“Sac,” as he is familiarly known 
from his father’s ranch brand in 
Texas, estimates he is able to rec- 
ognize at sight more than 5000 cat- 
tle brands, tell the name of the 
owner, and give the location of the 
ranch, His records contain many 
thousand more, but Campbell says, 
J seldom have to refer to them'. 
He works for the Texas & South- 


which was formed in 1877 by a 
group of Texas ranchers to stop 


marketing of stolen cattle. 
On busy days in August and Oc- 
tober, when cattle are being shipped 
in “off the grass,” as “Sac” ex- 
presses it, he will inspect as many 
as 10,000 head at the stockyards, 
where he has been brand expert 
for 14 years. 

Checks Over Brands. 
His job is to check the ship- 
ments with the name of the owner 
and to pick out any cattle that do 
not bear the shipper’s brand. If 
any are found they are held off 
the market, the owner nitified, and 
if he cannot prove ownership by 
sale or trade, he is asked to ex- 
plain. If he cannot, Campbell sells 
the cattle, and the money is sent 
to the ranch owner whose brand 
the cattle bear. 
Campbell receives notice through 
the association's headquarters of 
all sales and he must be able to 
recognize the rebranding, indica- 
tive of the sale, when the cattle 
reach the market. 
To complicate the inspector’s 
work further, the State lews of 
Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas do 
not prohibit ranch owners from 
having the same brand, but the 


do. 

To Campbell's experienced eye, 
however, cattle have distinguishing 
physical characteristics. “I can 
tell what State or region cattle 
come from even if they are of the 
same breed and bear the same 
brand,” Campbell said. “Cattle are 
just different. No man can tell 
you why, and I can’t tell you how 
I know. 


“Inspection at the markets and 
on the ranges has nearly done away 
with cattle thefts. The days of 
stealing large herds are gone. I 
did catch, a couple of years ago, 
the attempted sale of a large herd 
of mortgaged cattle. The numeral 
had been rebranded into 4 capital 
letter on all of them. When I re- 
ported it to the association the 
rancher paid the mortgage and 
there * prosecution.” 

Up on Range. 

When Campbell was three years 
old, his parents moved from Mis- 
sissippi and settled on a ranch near 
Breckenridge in Northern Texas. 
As a boy of nine years, he was help- 
ing his father on the ranch, liter- 
ally growing up with the cattle. 

Those were the days of the open 
range,” Campbell said. “There were 
no fences. Herds drifted south as 
the winter and snow came on. 
They were all mixed up on the 
ranges. 

“I became what is known as an 
outside hand. When spring came 
and the herds moved north again, 
it was my job to cut out cattle be- 
longing to dffferent ranches I 
worked for, and return them to the 
proper owners. Those were lo 
hard days in the saddle, and nights 
under the stars. 

“Armed bands, fighting outfits 
of bad men, also went south in the 
That was before the asso- 
ciation was organized. They took 
whatever cattle they wanted, 
formed trail herds, and hit the 
trail for markets, moving about 10 
— 2 they allowed no 
on cu cattle 
trail herd. oe 

“Just at the time the association 
was formed by Uncle Jim Loving 
at Graham, Tex., the biggest cat- 
tle thief in that part of Texas was 
driven out of business without the 
firing of a shot. We'll just call him 
‘Cap’ because he later turned re- 
spectable. In fact, a relative of his 
is now a range inspector with the 


association. 
| The Elimination of “Cap.” 

“Loving hired Jimmy Roberts, a 
buffalo hunter who had killed 12 
men and had never been tried be- 
cause he had killed em right, to 
run ‘Cap’ out of the country. The 
next spring Roberts with a picked 
band of men, came up on ‘Cap’ and 
his band driving a trail herd of 
stolen cattle out of the State into 
the Indian Territory, near the Red 
River. Jimmy’s men came up from 
the rear and they had him cov- 
ered before he knew anyone was 
after him. ‘Cap,’ said Jimmy with 
his gun on him, ‘I’m after th 
cattle of the men I'm working tor," 
and he named ‘em. ‘Jimmy, you 
know we don’t allow no cuttin’ out 
of this herd,’ Cap replied.

TRADE WITH THE FAR EAST 
GREATLY UNDER LAST -YEAR’S 


October Total Shows Gain Over 
September of This Tear, 
However. 

By the Asso¢iated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—Trade 
between the United States-and the 
Far East picked up during October 
as compared with the preceding 
month, the Commerce Department 
reported yesterday, but fell far 
short of the same month last year. 
The October gain over September 
was attributed to an increase of 
$4,075,000, or 19.7 in exports to that 


part of the world, to a total of 
$25,240,000. This was a drop of 315 
per cent compared with the $36, 
753,000 total for October, 1931. 

Imports from the Far East in 
October, this year, amounted to 
$26,644,000, or 40 per cent less than 
the $44,918,000 October, 1931, total. 
September imports totaled $27,113,- 
000. 

The department said greatly in- 
creased purchases of sugar brought 
United States imports from the 
Philippines up 21 per cent over last 
year’s October purchases, but that 
imports from the other Eastern 
countries slumped, because of the 
raw silk situation in Japan and 
similar factors. 

The combined export and import 
trade with the Far East totaled 
$51,884,000 for October, this year, 
compared with $48,278,000 for Sep- 
tember, but with $83,671,000 for Oc- 
tober, 1231. 

“Although lower prices and a 
slight demand among American 
manufacturers for Oriental mate- 
rials accounted for the major part 
of this reduction,” the department 
said, “a very considerable amount 
was due undoubtedly to prevailing 
economic conditions in the coun- 
tries of the Far East, which con- 
tinued to restrict purchases very 
largely to necessities.”

$127,000,000 WITH KREUGER 


Statistician Makes Estimate at 
Meeting of Creditors in 
New York. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 14. ne total 
amount of money invested by 
Americans in the Kreuger & Toll 
Co. was estimated yesterday at 
$127,000,000 to $130,000,000. 

Frank Hamilton, member of the 
statistical department of Lee, Hig- 
ginson & Co., made the estimate at 
a meeting of Kreuger & Toll cred- 
itors held before Federal Referee 
Henry K. Davis. 

Hamilton testified that the invest- 
ment in American certificates of 
participating debentures had 
amounted to about $95,000,000 for 
3,500,000 certificates. He added, 
however, that by March, 1932, there 
were 6,656,831 certificates out- 
standing. 

In response to a question, he said 
the American investment in both 
secured and participating deben- 
tures would be “in excess of $130,- 
000,000” if some of the additional 
certificates had been purchased by 
American investors. 

Exclusive of the additional Amer- 
ican cértificates, he estimated the 
total American investment at $127,- 
000,000.

They are still operated 
by the association but are financed 
by the Citizens’ Committee on Re- 
lief and Employment.

The association is an outgrowth 
of the Joint Council of Women’s 
Auxiliaries, to which only relatives 
of trade unionists are eligible. But 
the welfare association makes no 
such stipulation and now has about 
350 members. Its work is financed 
by memberships, benefits and dona- 
tions, but all the donations are 
small, none of them coming from 
wealthy contributors. 

The welfare association, founded 
in 1930, is one of the few off-shoots | 
ot the labor movement that carries 
on welfare work. It makes no dis-

NEW YORK, Dec. 14~—The di- 
rectors of the International Base- 
ball League yesterday ended a two 
day struggle with the fingncial 
problems of the Jersey City club 


by giving Sam Colacurcio, the own- 
er, until Jan. 10 to present a satig- 
factory plan of settlement. 

The Jersey City club, which was 
operated last summer by Brooklyn 
under an option they failed to take 
up, has debts of approximately 
$100,000, $38,000 of the amount be- 
ing entangled with the Brooklyn 
operation.

To droop the mouth 
and dull the eye and shake the 
head not seidom brings the

Cenquering Parasites 


MEDICAL wit once observed 
A tz if all drugs were Cast into 
the sea, mankind would not 
suffer, though it would prove 80 
much the worse for fish: There is 
in this one more wit than wisdom. 

What would the world of today 
be without quinine for malaria, 
mercury and arsenic for syphilis, 
opium for pain, and a dozen other 
drugs for a dozen other important 
diseases? 

The economic rehabilitation of 
sections of some of our own states 
may to some degree be credited to 
the drug conquest of hookworm. 


It is not so long ago that many 
so-called lazy inhabitants of these 
regions were discovered to be not 
so much lacking in character and 
enterprise as they were suffering 
from a parasite, the hookworm. 


Three drugs have been found ef- 
fective in combating the parasitic 
worms—thymol, the oil of worm- 
seed and carbon tetrachloride. 


By the use of these drugs and by 
the simple expedient of wearing 
shoes instead of going barefoot lit- 
erally millions of men, women and 
children have been freed of their 
parasites and have been converted 
from listless, anemic individuals 
into normal humans. 4 


The entamoeba histolytica, a mi- 
croscopic one-celled animal about 
the size of a pin point, causes the 
disease known as amebic dysentery. 
This disease occurs widely in the 
tropics and is found also in various 
parts of the United States. 

The amoeba is responsible for 
much suffering and many deaths. 
Until 1912,there was no effective 
method for its treatment available. 

Ther Col. Edward B. Vedder of 
the United States Army Medical 
service and Prof. Leonard Rogers 
in India discovered that a drug 
called emetine, when injected into 
the human body, enters the circu- 
lation and destroys the amoeba 
without injuring the sufferer.’ 

Improvement in this treatment 
was subsequently achieved by com- 
bining emetine with various com- 
pounds of arsenic.
